PROMINENT PERSONAGES, 

Fred Douglass, who also goes to his seat on 
the stage about this time, is presented with a 
bouguet of cut flowers also, and a similar 
courtesy extended to Chairman Jones of the 
National Committee is a signal for aripple of 
applause.

CALIFORNIA'S BARGAIN. 

As the hour for the meeting of the conven- 
tion approaches the hall is full of rumors of 
the usual sort, and generally unreliable. It 
it reported among the Blaine men that Cali- 
fornia has agreed to vote for Stanford on the 
preliminary ballots, in order to save their 
effectiveness fer the Blaine movement at a 
time agreed upon. It is reported that some 
New York men have abandoned Depew 
and are openly for Blaine, but this 
can be traced to no reliable source. 
Mr. De Young of Calitornia says the Stanford 
story is nut true, and that while the delegates 
ofthe Pacific coast are all for Blaine they 
don’t exactly agree yet upon what to do at 
first. It is somewhat remarkable that up to 
12 o’clock there has not been a cheer in the 
Convention Hall, and there appear to be no 
special gatherings in the galleries for any 
special candidate, and the delegates are too 
busy talking about combinations and the re- 
suit of the Committee on Credentials to hur- 
rah. It is reported that the committee has de- 
cided in favor of Mahone, and the Sherman 
men are consequently elated. 

QUAY LOOKING HAPPY. 

Much speculation is indulged in as to 
whether the fight overthe Virginia contest 
will be carried to the floor of the convention, 
and the matter is exciting more feeling just 
now than anything else. Senator Quay of 
Pennsyivania, who reaches the Convention 
Hall after 12 o’clock, looks happy, presum- 
ably over the Mabone victory. Quay is lead- 
ing the Sherman forces, 
credited with being the 
candidate for Chairman of the National 
Committee, if Sherman is nominated. Noon 
is long since passed and there is no sign of 
the coming convention. The clerks are busy 
about the Chairman’s desk and the delegates 
talk and are as uncomfortable with the heat 
as possible, which is a great contrast from the 
condition of affairs at this time yesterday. 

THE CONVENTION CALLED TO ORDER. 

The convention was called to order at 12:30 
by Chairman Thurston, andahush fell upon 
the — when the Rev. Stephen A. 
Northrup of Fort Wayne, Ind., lifted up his 
voice in prayer. He invoked the divine bless- 
ing upon the proceedings of the convention. 
He rendered thanksfor the memories which 
clustered around this sacred and impressive 
hour, for divine and civil protection and for 
the blessings which come fromja generous past. 
The divine favor was invoked upon tae leaders 
of the convention, and the divine aid asked 
that the delegates might realize the grave re- 
sponsibility resting on them in the choice of a

dentials should bave been heard from. He did 
not wish to force a gag law uponthe conven- 
tion, but he moved that the motion be laid 
upon the table. The Chair stated that at the 
last two Republican Conventions the report of 
the Committtes on Permanent Organization 
had reported before the Committee on Creden- 
tials had completed its labor. He was in- 
formed that the Committee on Credentials 
would not be ready to report until 8 o’clock 
this evening. 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa said thatas the con- 
vention could do nothing under the circuim- 
stances except to organize, unless it should 
be proposed to go on with the nominating 
speeches, he would move to take a recess un- 
tilSo’ciock to-night. Cries of No, no.“ 

Mr. Bayne of Pennsylvania opposed this and 
Mr. Henderson withdrew his motion, and 
moved to proceed to a permanent oryganiza- 
tion, which was agreed to. 

THE REPORT ADOPTED. 

Gov. Foster of Ohio, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization, then 
stepped upon the platform and read the unani- 
mous report of the committee. He was given 
an enthusiastic reception by the audience, 
and as he stated that Ai. M. Estee of California 
was selected for permanent Chairman of the 
convention the cheering broke forth afresh. 
Gov. Foster proceeded to read the list of Vice- 
Presidents as selected by the various State 
delegations. The report was adopted without 
dissent, and the Chair appointed Gov. Foster 
of Ohio, Senator Foley of Nevada, and Mr.

The report Also gives Dakota ten votes and 
Washington Territory six votes, and the other 
Territories and the District of Columbia two 
each. 

THE RULES. 

The rules recommended are substantially 
similar to those adopted by the last National 
Convention. The only essential changes are 
two. One is that instead of adopting Cush- 
ing'e Manual as a guide for the parliamentary 
proceedings of the convention, the rules of the 
House of Representatives is recommended as 
far as applicable. The most essential change 
is that itis recommended that an executive 
committee, consisting of nine members, may 
be chosen by the National Committee to con- 
duct the affairs of the party. 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts moved that 
the report of the Committee on Rules be 
adopted, except the rule referring to the elec- 
tion of alternates, and that that portion be 
recom mitted. 

Mr. Batterworth of Ohio moved to amend 
the report of the committee by placing a limi- 
tation of time on the nominating speeches. 

BUTTERWORTH’S MOTION DEFEATED. 

Mr. Bayne hoped that the gentleman from 
Ohio would withdraw his motion. He fully 
r with him in * in view of 
the order of business therein limiting time of 
speakers. 

Mr. Butterworth:

He said that it would not do to shut off the 
nominating orators in the midst of their most 
effective periods.

Senator Hoar finally presented 
a substitute for the rules reported by the com- 
mittee relating to the election of alternates, 
which he moved to adopt, and Chairman 
Bayne of the Committee on Rules said that he 
hoped the substitute would be accepted and 
seconded Senator Hoar’s motion. The sabsti- 
tute was as follows: 

Alternate delexates for each delegation-at- 
large and alternate delegates for each district 
delegation to censist ofthe same number as 
their principals, to actin case of the absence 
of the delegate, shall be elected.’’ 

Mr. Haymond of California objected to this 
proposition and desired to have the question 
referred to the Chairman of the Committee on 
Rules, but the Chair ruled that this was out of 
order.

Such weather as Chicago is serving up to its 
thousands of guests to-day could be 
secured in no other part of the country. Not 
only in the convention hall, but on the streets 
the weather is equally raging. Sunstrokes 
would not be a surprise if they came’ in 
hundreds. Not 1 breath of air 
is stirring anywhere and the warmth pours 
down out ofthe burning clouds in torrents. 
Endurance of the indoor atmosphere is almost 
out of the question. Attendance in the con- 
vention under such conditions is almost un- 
bearable. It isa torture and only slight relief 
comes from the abundant fluttering of fans. 
OVERCOME BY THE HEAT. 
The hotels promise to disappoint their hun- 
guests at dinner time. In the Leland 
ouse four cooks have fallen at their work 
overcome by the heat and it is said one of 
them will die. The same state of things pre- 
vails in the other hotels, so that the outlook 
for for men with appetites is not very 
bright, There are not as many ladies present 
in the hail as were seen at St. Louis, and with 
all due respect to the beauty and belledom of 
Chicago there are no such charming girls and 
magnificent women to grace the ensemble 
and represent the gentle sex of the Lake Clty 
as there were in St. Louis audiences. 
THE WOMEN OF CHICAGO 
are not within 1,000 shades of being so hand- 
some as the St. Louis giris, and the Post Dis-

The average 
Chicago man is homely enough, 
but he isan Adonis compared with the fem- 
inine portion ofthe community.

The gathering 
is almost entirely a stag affair and 
it had not a number of celebrities to keep 
its attention shifting from one point to an- 
other the Republican Convention would bea 
very dull affair indeed. 
THE CELEBRITY FEATURE 
is a most distinguishing mark. Whenevera 
delegate arises to address the chair, there isa 
rising to its feet on the part of the audience 
and a craning of necks, and almost at the 
same momenta burst ofapplause. This inci- 
dent repeats itselr every few minutes, and 
it certainly gives great relief to the monotony 
of the sessions. All there was to yesterday’s 
session was the appearance of John C. Fre- 
mont, the grizzle old Pathfinder, and 
Fred Douglass, the distinguished black man. 
If Bob ngersoll had been allowed to 
present himself he would have added largely 
tothe eclat. The Blaine demonstration was 
of course a noisy incident and it had its full 
significance, but that was all there was to the 
day outside of the appearance of Douglass 
and Fremont. 
CHAIRMAN B. F. JONES 
of the National Republican Committee sits 
back of the chairman to-day, watching the 
proceedings of the convention with a super» 
vising eye. His work terminated with the ac- 
ceptance of the temporary organization by 
the convention. Chairman Jones was the re- 
cipient of the letter which has been discussed 
so extensively since the gathering of the poli- 
ticians at Chicago. Ohairman Jones is a 
mild-mannered, easily-approached old 
gentleman, well on toward the allotted three- 
ecore and ten. His snow-white hair and 
beard and a rosy-contrasting complexion, 
make his face one that will be remarkedina 
convention. The outgoing head of the na- 
tional organization has conducted its affairs 
without any serious trouble and was more dis- 
comforted by the Gov. Osborne incident than 
he has been by any other occurrence of his 
administration. As he sits on the platform 
watching the progress of the deliberations he 
now and then drops a timely word in a low 
voice, in this way coming to the assistance of 
the 1 officer who is often distracted 
by the variety of motions, amendments and 
substitutes coming up to him ottenin dis- 
order from the various States’ standards. 
REMARKABLE FRED DOUGLASS. 
Just beside Chairman Jones sits Fred 
Dougiass, on whose white, bushy. head the 
eyes of all strangers fall inquiringly. The 
greatest of the party lights stop on their way 
down the aisle to exchange a word with this 
remarkable man, who, when he speaks of 
slavery, speaks of his own experience. In 
conversation Fred Douglass is one of the 
readiest speakers on the stage on which are 
seated many national characters. He is a sub- 
ect for epublican refiect®n. Douglass 
earned his alphabet dy furtive and timid 
challenges against the ability of his young 
white tyrants to make ‘a’ as good as me, 
when the law forbade his instruction as a 
slave, and he had to steal from the lips of 
his masters the coveted crumbs of wisdom. 
AFTER 8,000 PEOPLE 
had finally seated themselves and began 
swinging their fans, at 2:30 P- m., Mr. Hammil 
of Colorado horrified the mensé audience 
by suggesting a recess until 6p.m. D. W. 
Henderson of Iowa thought the Repub- 
lican mill would want grist during the 
day, and wanted a recessuntii8p.m. The 
audience gave some assistance in voting down 
the proposition to turn them out after being 
seated only halfan hour. The announcement 
that the convention would proceed to the 
business of organizing for work, notwith- 
standing the argument of Mr. Harris 
of Pennsylvania that until the 
Committee on Oredentlals reported there 
would be no Convention to proceed with, was 
received with cheers, as was also Gov. Foster 
of Ohio, Chairman of the Committee on Per- 
manent Organization, when he arose to read 
the unanimous report of the committee. 


LOCKED ARM IN ARM. 

Gov. Foster of Ohio and Morris W. Estee of 
California, who was named for Permanent 
Chairman of the convention, mounted the 
platform and wended their way to the speak- 
ers’ stand. 46 soon as they reached 
the stand they were welcomed with 
a cheer. Permanent Chairman Estee is a 
lawyer by profession. He is 54 years of age, 
tall, and well-built. His face is of severe ex- 

ression and covered with an iron-gray beard.

CHAIRMAN ESTEE 

has had some experience in his own State 
handling conventions, having presided over 
the last two of the California State Conven- 
tions. In 1882Chairman Estee was a candidate 
for Governor, but was defeated by Gen. 
Stoneman. Both men were anti-monopoly 
candidates, Gen. Stoneman being regarded as 
the most decided. The corporation title to 
the Republican party in California was pretty 
clear in 1882 and the friends of Mr. Estee 
held that he was making a mistake 
in adopting the anti-monopoly cry which had 
been raised two years before. They have since 
regarded his defeat as a railroad rebuke to a 
coast Republican, who had the hardl- 
hood to discard the corporation support. 
Since his defeat in his race for Governor 
Ubairman Estee has been an anti-monopolist of 
amuch milder wre and is now regarded with 
8 * y Creed Haymond, the head 
of the California delegation to the con- 
vention. In fact, his selection as permanent 
Chairman is largely due to the efforts of Creed 
Haymoud, the attorney of the Central Pacific, 
while the temp 4 4 organization was pre- 
sided over by J. M. Thurston, solicitor of the 
Union Pacific.

The telephones taken out by the Bell Co., 
on their ‘resolution of June 4, have been 
quietly restored with few exceptions and the 
service is proceeding as before. The Sub- 
scribers’ Association is keeping track of the 
litigation which is intended to show the 
validity of the ordinance regulating tele- 
phone charges, through its President, Fielding 


Mansfield, who to-day issued the following ad- 
dress to the subscribers: 


To the Subscribers. 


Fielaing Mansfield, President of the Tele- 
phone Subscribers’ Association, has issued 
the following address to the Association. 

To the Protective Association of Telephone Sub- 
scribers: : 


At the invitation of N. O. Nelson I attended 
the conference of the Citizens’ Committee 
with Mayor Francis on Thursday morning, as 
aspectator, and did not participate in the 
deliberations. Mayor Francis would not and 
did not agree to anything but an absolute 
compliance with the ordinance. The question 
was then raised as to whether — individual 
would enter suit, provided the Telephone Co. 
accepted the proposition m ie by the Citi- 
zens’ Committee. This committee could only 
guarantee immunity from suits in the Police 
Court, only so far as the committee were con- 
cerved. 

John R. Linberger stated: ‘‘I see a gentle 
man sitting in this room who has taken a 
prominent part in this telephone matter. I 
refer to Mr. Mansfield. I desire to ask Mr. 
Mansfield if his contract expired to-morrow 
and he renewed same at the rate of $59 per an- 
num as prescribed in the ordinance, would he 
sign the supplemental contract agreeing to 
pay the extra $50 per annum provided the 
ordinance was declared invalid by the final 
court, and I desire a direct answer—yes, or 
no. 

I arose and stated that I would answer that 
question in my own way: 

As President of the Protective Association

I further stated that I would issue an address 
to our association that the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, Samuel Cupples, Chairman, had ef- 
fected a compromise with the telephone 
company, to the effect that instruments here- 
tofore removed would be restored and expir- 
ing contracts would be renewed at the rate of 
$50 per annum to date of final adjudication, 
and in consideration of continued and unin- 
terrupted telephone service the committee 
requests that each telephone subscriber agree 
to pay an additional amount equal to the con- 
tract rate of $50 per annum, due and payable 
provided the State Supreme Court should de- 
clare ordinance No. 14,408 invalid, and if the 
ordinance is declared valid then the supple- 
mental contract will be null and void. 

To avoid complicating what the Citizens’ 
Committee considera favorable compromise, 
I further agreed to request that no telephone 
subscriber institute individually legal pro- 
ceedings against the Bell Telephone Co. for 
violation of ordinance No. 14,408, until the 
case now pending in court is adjudicated in 
the court of final resort. 

It must be distinctly understood that 
the agreement for conditional and ad- 
ditional payment is in no manner 
by the suggestion or connivance 
of Mayor Francis or of Counselor Bell; nor am 
La party thereto, as I did not purticipate in 
either of the two meetings or with the consul- 
tation of the committee, but it isan agreement 
on the part of the Citizens’ Committee, as 
stated, with the Bell Telephone Co. 

This position should have been taken by the 
telephone company in the beginning. The 
Bohle case was presented on appeal in the 
State Supreme Court on Monday, June 18, 1888, 
and a hearing will be had on the first day of 
the October serm.

MINING PROCESSES WORTH MANY MILI- 
IONS DISCOVERED BY CHANCE. 


How Vast Quantities of Gold and Silver Are 
Anaually Thrown Away—Chance Doing 
More Than Inventive Genius in Saving 
Gold and Silver—The Blanket Process 
and How It Was Discovered—History of 
the First Stamp-Mill—A Mining District 
Rescued From Abandenment by an Acci- 
dent—A Promising but Neglected Field 
for American Inventors. 


Geo. D. Rucker of Denver, who is at the 
Lindell, said to a Post-DIsPpaTcoH reporter this 
morning: The proverbial inventive genius 
of this country, which makes it justly famous 
throughout the world, has left one great field, 
and this the most promising one for pecuni- 
ary returns, almost untouched. I refer to the 
treatment of ores and the construction of 
mills. I do not mean to say that our 
mills and varions mining appliances are 
not fine; they stand in the very 
front rank, are used not only in this country, 
but also in Africa and Australia, and of recent 
years have even invaded Europe, the best 
mines of the precious metals in Austria and 
Russia having recently been provided with 
American machinery. 

IMMENSE LOSS IN MINING. 

What I do mean to say is that in no depart- 
ment of industry is the waste so great and the 
value of raw material thrown away so large as 
in the operation of gold andsilver mines. Ores 
are of different compositions, from free milling 
to very refractory, but at the best at least 5 
per cent of the metal is absolutely lost, and 
in many cases fully 75 per cent is thrown away, 
simply from ignorance of how to extract it. 
It would be alow estimate to say that, large 
as our production of precious metals has 
been, that fully 30 per cent of the gold and 


silver taken out of the mines is now lying use- 
less above ground, either in the beds of 
streams orin dump heaps. When a silver 
mili saves 80 per cent ofits ore itis doing 
well, and the owners are satisfied, but to any- 
one who knows the real facts of the case, this 
waste of 20 per cent, which by proper applian- 
ces would doubtless be saved, seems enormou 
When I say that most of this could be saved, 
am not hazarding a wild guess, but simply 
speaking from my own knowledge. Itisa 
fact well known to mining men thatthe most, 
valuamMe discoveries of means of saving the 
metal in ore have been stumbled upon by ac- 
cident. 

HISTORY OF THE BLANKET PROCESS. 

Take, for lustance, one of the most effective 
and universally used appliances for saving 
gold from tailings, the blanket process. For 
years the California quartz crushers ran off in 
their tailings 40 per cent of their gold. It 
chauced that in a mill-sluice in Inyo County, 
I believe, a lot of old blankets had been 
thrown. They did no damage, and were al- 
lowed to renain for months, with 
the water and tallings running 
over them. One day the Superintendent 
was making atour of inspection, and ordered 
one of the men to take the blankets out of the 
water and throw them away. On lifting them 
the man found they were exceedingly heavy, 
and called the superintendent’s attention to 
this fact. The latter made an investigation, 
and discovered that they were 1 laden 
with gold dust. The water, bearing the tail 
ings, ran over the rough blankets, which 
caught the gold. A large number were at 
once ordered placed in the siuice, and the 
output of the mill increased over 60 per cent. 
That one accident probably added $50,000,000 
to the wealth of the country, as other milis 
adopted it, and now it isin almost universal 
use. 

It is a fact not generally known, Mr. 
Rucker continued, ‘‘thatthe stamp mill was 
invented two vears before it came into general 
use, and was abandoned as a failure. 

THE FIRST STAMP MILL. 

„Some man, whose name i have forgotten, 
conceived the idea of extracting the gold from 
the quartz by the stamp process, and had a set 
of stamps and pans, with the neces- 
sary engine, made at great expense. 
He set them up, filled the pans with ore, and 
started the engine. The result was that the 
quartz slowly but surely ground away the 
pans, leavihg as a residue iron instead of gold 
dust. The inventor was ruined and the mine 
abundoned. Some months afterwards it 
chanced that one of the former employes who 
bad upon his discharge taken up a placer 
claim in the vicinity; took a fancy to try to 
beat a lece of hard quartz to 
pieces between the heads of two 
steel axes. He succeeded perfectly, and like 
a flash the idea came to him that if the iron 
pans were replaced by the hardest steel, the 
mill would answer the purposefor which it 
had been erected. He wentto San Francisco 
to interest others In the process, but the fail- 
ure of the mill had discouraged those who 
would otherwise have 8 hold of the mat 
ter, and he could obtain ho assistance. He 
finally scraped together enough money to wn 4 
a single pan and have it taken tothe mill, wit 
the permission of the owners to use the ma- 
chinery there for his experiment. It was 


dates the quurtz-milling industry, whose 
value it would be hard to exaggerate. 
AN ACCIDENT SAVES CLEAR CREEK. 

In my own State, the speaker went on to 
say, ‘‘the great Clear Creek mining district 
owes not absolutely. ite existence, but fully 
three-fourths of its vhlue to accident. This is 
an old mining district, but the great mass of 
the ores were sulphates of so extremely re- 
fractory a nature as to be impossible to handle 
with profit. Asthe more easily reduced ores 
were worked out mine after mine was aban- 
doned, and it seemed asif thecanon muat 
soon come to an end asa mineral product. 
It happened that in one of the milis about 
half a ton of ore from an interior 
camp had been placed inatemporary bin, 
having been sent down for the purpose of 
making atrialrun. A large amount of Clear 
Creek ore was stored in an adjoining bin, the 
weight of which broke down the partitions, 
and the ores were so mixed as to be impos- 
sible of separation. It wastherefore thought 
best to rnn the mixed ores through the mill. 
When this had been done, and the mill return 
made, the superintendent was astonished at 
its amount, as his sulphates had never yielded 
anything like as much before. A series of 
experiments developed the fact that a well 
chosen mixture with other ores was all that 
was required to make the hitherto intract- 
able sulphates easily reducible, the aban- 
doned mines were quickly taken up and to- 
day, owing to that lucky accident, Clear 
Creek is one of the richest mining districts in 
the world. Ifchance can do so much, surely 
human ingenuity can do more, and if our in- 
ventors would only turn their attention in 
this direction millions of dollars annually 
thrown away would be saved.

AN IMPORTANT RAILROAD DEAL. 


The IIlinois Central Reported to Have 
Secured the St. L., A. & S. Kailway. 


A railroad deal which is of importance, be- 
cause it affects St. Louis directly, and be- 
cause of the lines involved, is reported to be 
in the final stages of consummation, if it has 
not already been effected. It is the absorp- 
tion by the Illinois Central of the St. Louis, 
Alton & Springfield Railway. 

This road, which was built between Grafton 


and Springfield not long ago, since it came 
into the possession of ite present 
owners, has been ushed for all 
it is worth. It has had a connection 
by boat only with St. Louis which was of 
course very unsatisfactory, but recently an 
arrangement was made with the Bee Line to 
use the tracks of the I. & St. L., into St. 
Louis from Alton and to build the road from 
Newhem to Alton thus making acontinuous and 
direct line between St. Louis and Springfield. 
The extension to Alton would be completed by 
July lif it had not have been for the recent 
high water, which delayed the work to some 
extent, but it will soon be completed, and St. 
Louis will have the benefit of all the rich 
country and the coal fields between here and 
Springfield, which the road crosses. The 
move, therefore, is of great importance to 
this city. As for the linois Central, 
it has no direct opening into St. Louis 
but uses the Vandalia as aconnection. There 
is no question but that the road would be of 
immense advantage to the Central for St. 
Louis business, and would give ita splendid 
line here. The new road at present uses the 
Wabash tracks for a short distance to run into 
Springfield, but as soon as the extension is 
completed on this end the road will be built to 
Springfield. 

The property is valuable and was purchased 
cheap. ven with its small mileage and lack 
of terminus at this end“ it has more than 
its operating expenses and fixed 
is greatly in- 


earned 
charges and now its value 
creased. 

General Manager H. A. Fisher, who is in 
town, denied that an deal bad been 
made with the llinois Central. 
He said that the company wus 
completing the road for local business 
and after it had its own line into St. Louis and 
Springfield it would be a very fine piece of 
road and would pay handsomely. The road 
is now closely allied with the abash and it 
was possible that it might be built across the 
Mississippi to St. Charles, making a junction 
with the Wabash. He said that he knew there 
were reports abroad to the effect that a deal 
had been made with the Illinois Central, but 
that nothing could be said as to that at pres- 
ent. Thereport might have arisen because 
the road would make a more advantageous 
line for the Central. 

Despite what Mr. Fisher says, however, the 
report comes from excellent sources, and is 
credited by railroad men who know the cir- 
cumstances.

AN IMPORTANT RAILROAD DEAL. 


The IIIinois Central Reported to Have 
Secured the St. L., A. & S. Mailway. 


A railroad deal which is of importance, be- 
Cause it affects St. Louis directly, and be- 
cause of the lines involved, is reported to be 
in the final stages of consummation, if it has 
not already been effected. It is the absorp- 
tion by the Illinois Central of the St. Louis, 
Alton & Springfield Railway. 

This road, which was built between Grafton 


and Springfield not long ago, since it came 
the possession of ite present 
been ushed for all 
It has ad a connection 
by boat only with St. Louis which was of 
course very unsatisfactory, but recently an 
arrangement was made with the Bee Line to 
use the tracks of the I. 4 St. L., into St. 
Louis from Aiton and to build the road from 
Newhem to Alton thus making acontinuons and 
direct line between St. Louis and Springfield. 
The extension to Alton would be completed by 
July lif it had not have been for the recent 
high water, which delayed the work to some 
extent, but it will soon be completed, and St. 
Louis will have the benefit of all the rich 
country and the coal flelds between here and 
Springfleld, which the road crosses. The 
move, therefore, is of great importance to 
this city. As for the. IIIinols Central, 
it has no direct opening into St. Louis 
but uses the Vandalia as aconnection. There 
is no question but that the road would be of 
immense advantage to the Central for St. 
Louis business, and would give ita splendid 
line here. The new road at present uses the 
Wabash tracks for a short distance to run into 
Springfield, but as soon as the extension is 
completed on this end the road will be built to 
Springfield. 

The property is valuable and was purchased 
cheap. ven with ite small mileage and lack 
of terminus at this end“ it has more than 
earned its operating expenses and fixed 
charges and now its value is greatly in- 
creased. 

General Manager H. A. Fisher, who is in 
town, denied that any deal bad been 
made with the llinois Central. 
He said that the company wus 
completing the road for local business 
and after it had its own line into St. Louis and 
Springfield it would be a very fine piece of 
road and would pay handsomely. The road 
is now closely allied with the abash and it 
was possible thatit might be built across the 
Mississippi to st. Charles, making a junction 
withthe Wabash. He said that he knew there 
were reports abroad tothe effect that a deal 
had been made with the Illinois Central, but 
that nothing could be said as to that at pres 
ent. Thereport might have arisen because 
the road would make a more advantageous 
line for the Central. 

Despite what Mr. Fisher says, however, the 
report comes from excellent sources, and is 
credited by railroad men who know the cir- 
cumstances. 


Too Busy to Meet. 


The rate-meeling of the east-bound Missouri 
River lines which was to have been held in 
the office of the Wabasn Western yesterday

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SUPPRESSING THE BLAINE MOVEMENT. 


The New England Delegates Alleged to Have 
Fixed Matters. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcH. 

CIA, III., June 20.—‘‘The Blaine spec- 
ter is what all the Chicago newspapers per- 
sist in calling the Blaine substance which is 
present in the convention. The Tribune s man, 
who pretends to be in possession of inside in- 
formation, gives the particulars this morning 
ot a combination of the older and most im- 
portant leaders to hold the Blainiacs in check. 
With all his perspicacity the Tribune prophet 
refuses to see the Blaine conspiracy which has 
been hatched by the Maine man’s managers, 
and which was 80 completely exposed 
in the SUNDAY POST-DISPATOH. He 
falls to see in Thurston’s speech the 
fine hand of the Blaine management, 


or to recognize in the selection of M. M. Estee 
of California for the Permanent Chairman, 
the price paid California forthe suppression 
of ite enthusiasm and the foregoing of the 
age of nominating the Pinmed Knight. 

he Tribune man this morning speaks of the 
„Blaine squelching’’ combination, as he 
terms it, in the following manuer: 

„Blaine is, of course, still a possibility, but 
only as a last resort, and by unanimous con- 
sent. This much is clear, no matter what the 
Californians may do, or Johnny O’Brien. This 
is a good welcome, more in the 
direction of bringing order out 
of chaos, but it did not come 2 . 
There was some directing force behind it. At 
first bewildered and stunned, then dismaye l 
by the confusion ofthe situation—the bitter- 
ness manifested here and there, the several 
experiments proposed—party leaders have at 
last reached a realization of the seriousness of 
the business. Within the last twenty-four 
hours a tacit agreement has been reached be- 
tween such men as Senators Hale, Hoar, Al- 
drich, Hiscock, Fessenden of Connecticut, 
Phelps of New Jersey, ex-Senator Platt, 
Senator Farwell and many others 
along the central belt of country start- 
ing with New England. They have not 
decided on anything except that they will con- 
sult and advise with each other, and make an 
effort to keep things in order, and bring such 
an outcome as shall have victory in it. It was 
the influence of these men that kept Estee out 
of the temporary chalrmanship. 

THURSTON WaS AN ORIGINAL BLAINE MAN, 
too, but a more tractable one. Thurston was 
elected with the understanding that he was to 
say precisely what he has said about the 
Blaine business. Furthermore, two or three 
men, among them Senator 

iscock, were consulted by Thurston 
about the wording of his address. 
They revised that address and made stronger 
than the original the rebuke of Blaine or 
Bustism.’ The election of Estee for perma- 
nent chairman is a part of the same programme. 
It was not desired to{put;the convention 
in the attitude of sitting down on California 
simply because she was for Blaine, but it was 
desirable to bring her to a more reasonable 
line of action. The Californians came here 
more to receive one ofthe big prizes of the 
organization than for anything else. They 
took up the Blaine ery as the 
best ey to securg that and have 
accomplished their purpose. Though there 
was a good deal of loud Blaine talk among the 
coast men last night, the leaders have been 
assured that instead of placing Blaine in nom- 
ination, California will nominate Stanford and 
vote for him a ballotor two—either that, or 
split its vote, as New England is going to do. 

aine would not have voted for Estee if 
Estee’s election was to stand for Blaine’s ap- 
pearance as acandidate at the outset. Havin 
secured the big prize, California wil 
gradually become more reasonable, 
and the leaders were last night 
congratulating themselves that by unity of 
action and concession to ambitious people 
have succeeded in taking the porposed 
Blaine firebrand out of the convention.’ 
DISSOLUTION OF DEPEW’S BOOM. 

Speaking of the dissolution of the Depew 
boom, which, despite the claim made or the 
President of the New York Central Railroad 
that he alread has 140 votes, the 
Tribune man claims that the combination 
of leaders already named, killed it, and then, 
of this same combination, he continues: 

But itis not for anybody. It is merely get- 
ting into shape to go for somebody if an emer- 
gency arises. Its present programme is to scat- 
ter the votes influenced by its members, or 
hide them behind favorite sons while i mes 
developments. Thus New England is to give a 
the candidates a show.

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HE SHOT VERY WELL. 


CON RYAN KILLS PATRICK O’TOOLE IN THE 
WEST END LAST NIGHT. 


A Tragedy Which Had Few Witnesses, but 
Which Now Appears to Have Been a 
Cold-Bleoded Murder—Ryan, in the 
Lock-Up, Refuses to Make a Statement— 
O’Toole Dies Before He Can Explain. 


The several employes at Courtney’s livery 
stable, 3321 Easton avenue, who pass the 
night there, were awakened about 11 o’clock 
last evening by the report of a pistol, and 
when they rushed out half-dressed from their 
sleeping room tothe stabdle’s driveway they 
found Patrick O’Toole, one of the hostlers, . 
shot almost to death and lying prostrate near 
the entrance tothe barn. Con Ryan, a bar- 
tender at Murphy's saloon, near by, was evi- 
dently the assailant, and stood unhurt and 
apparently indifferent while the wounded man 
was tenderly raised and placed on a cot, 
while a priest and a physician were sum- 
moned. 

„Who hurt you, Pat?’’ inquired John Court- 
ney, and as he received no answer he again 
asked: ‘‘Was it Ryan there?’’ 

The dying man feebly murmured an assent, 
while his assailant interjected harshly, ‘*‘Well, 
I guess you needn’t put the words into his 
mouth.’’ Presently the physician sent for 
arrived, when it was found that O’Toole had 
been shot in the right side, near the seventh 
rib, and that he did not have long 


to jive. A priest from the — — 
Fathers“ Church, on Grand avenue ached 
the stable in time to hear the confession of 
the wounded man, who died about 2 o’clock 
this — some three hours after the 
shooting. Eleven o’clock is the hour when 
the police who walk the beats of the vicinity 
are relieved by another detachment, and for 
this reason some difficulty was experienced in 
finding a patrolman. 
MADE NO RESISTANCE. 

When one did arrive Con Ryan made no re- 
Sistance. He was 12 om a cut on the 
nose, and as he was being led to the hoodlum 
wa remarked defiantly: ‘‘You needn’t 
look for pay more evidence. I shot the — 
—, and I’m only sorry I didn’t put two 
bullets in him instead of one. 

One bullet had served its purpose well 
enough. O’Toole, so far as could be learned 
this morning, made a dying statement of the 
quarrel that had led to the shooting, merely 
saying that Ryan had shot nim, and feebly 
moaning once or twice, 
shonidn’t have done 
body was taken 
rey 8 undertaking establishment 
1406 orth Broadway, and the in- 
quest setfor 2 o’clock this afternoon. This 
morning the city was being scoured for wit- 
nesses, of whom there does not appear to 
have been many, Owing to the late hour of the 
affray. There are half a dozen stories of the 
trouble, the most plausible being that Ryan 
was loitering on a bench in tront of the stable, 
and that when O’Toole wished to close the 
doors for the night the men came to words, 
The dead man bears across his forehead a 
mark as from a blow of the fist, as if he had 
been struck before tbe fatal shot was fired. 
Upon one subject all are agreed—that O’ Toole 
was a peaceable, inoffensive fellow, — — 
in the feet with inflammatory rheumatism, 
while Ryan’s reputation for a bruiser and 
otherwise is a bad one. 

THE MURDERER’S STATEMENT. 

Ryan was seen in the holdover by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning, but was not 
inclined tosay much. ‘‘Jim Courtney, who 
works at the Custom-house, and William Cor- 
noyer, who drives a doctor’s buggy, both saw 
the shooting, he said. ‘‘O’Toole struck me 
twice witha hick®ry club, once across the 
arm and then over the face. I had to shoot 
him, and 1 did, but I'd rather not say any- 
thing more until the inquest.’’ 

The prisoner is a great strapping fellow, 
considerably larger than the dead man, and 
looks well able to defend himself without re- 
sorting to fire-arms. Neither of the parties 
to the affray are married men, but Ryan lives 
at home with his grandmother, who is well- 
to-do, and who has frequently extricated him 
from the —. . into which his quarrelsome 
and overbearing disposition has led him.

IN A HEMP HACIENDA, 


Some Peculiar Thingsin a Quiet Corner of 
Yucatan. 


From the Philadelphia Record Yucatan Letter. 
There are no less than 300 peons and work- 
men employed on this estate, and everybody 
seems busy and happy. Every servant we 
met saluted us with a cheery buenos dias 
(good day), aud when we left all added to 
their regretful farewell an earnest ‘‘To God 
I commend you.“ Outside the hacienda 
walls the homes of the laborers are 


scattered along the road, curious elliptical 
huts with stone walls and thatched roofs. At 
sunset, when the chapel bell sounded for 
oracion or evening prayer, all the peons and 
workmen, male and female, gathered about 
with reverent faces. When it was finished 
they came in procession, one by one, and 
wished their masters and ourselves buenos 
noches (good night). In every portion 
of Yucatan this is the universal custom, 
servants and children never failing to 
give this salutation of peace as the last stroke 
of the vesper bell dies upon the air. We had 
intended to go out on that night, but yielded 
to earnest entreaties to remain—thé more 
readily, perhaps, because every one of us was 
suffering horribly from garripotas (wood 
ticks), with whitch the whole 1 
abounds, They are tiny creatures, 2 45 
uce an unbearable itching, festering bod ly in 
the wounds they make. It is impossible 
to travel here without encountering them, 

and the only remedy is to keep one’s self well 
saturated with petroleum, and to change one’s 
clothes every time a tree is passed. 

For dinner, in addition to the usual eggs, 
frijoles and tortillas, we had turtie-soup, 
roast pig, claret and honey. Let me tell you 
how that pig was cooked, in the national way, 
derived from their forefathers—the same man- 
ner in which Bernal Diaz says those respect- 
able people cooked men and women—‘‘by a 
sort of oven made with heated stones, which 
are put under ground.’’ A hole was dug in 
the courtyard, a large fire kindled in it, and 
kept burning until it was heated like an oven. 
Two clean stones were placed in the bottom, 
the dressed pig laid upon them, and covered 
with leaves and bushes, packed down with 
stones so closely as barely to allow the smoke 
to escape. The result was a barbecue of finest 
flavor, which even an enemy to pork must ad- 
mire. 


MATTRESSES FILLED WITH AIR. 


Braided Wire Taking the Place of the Old 
Style. 


From the New York Mail. 

What is that mattress filled with!’’ asked 
a customer in an uptown furniture store. 

Nothing, replied the salesman. ‘‘We 
have mattresses filled with hair, excelsior, 
feathers, straw and corn husks, but that par- 
ticular one is empty.“ The gentleman 
pressed with hand on the mattress. It 
seemed softer th. the one filled with hair, and 
resumed its original shape better than one 
led with feathers. It was made of steel 


wire twisted and interwoven. It was covered 
with ticking, and did not look different from 
an ordinary hair mattress. The pillows were 
of the same Material. This new method of 
upholstering has been successfully applied to 
covering chairs and sofas, as wellas bed fur- 
niture. Physiciams have pointed out the gen- 
eral unhealthfulness of pillows and mattresses 
which are stuffed with feathers, hair or similar 
soft materials, but they continue to be used, 
mainlybecause there is no substitute that is free 
from objection. When the padding is fresh 
and new itis admirable, being light, elastic, 
porous andcool. With use it absorbs gasses 
and vapors, and becomes unhealthy. It af- 
fords lodgement for parasites, and is liable to 
become infected with germs of disease. After 
a period of use the filling requires renovation 
or renewal. When overhauled by the furni- 
ture man there is no certainty that the 
material is not mixed with that 
from other sources, or replaced by an 
inferior quajity. The danger of infection is 
of course the greatest “none the lower 
classes. The material used to fill cheap mat- 
tresses are such inferior substances as shav- 
ings, cocoanut fibre, corn husk, shoddy re- 
fuse and even old rags. Many of the sub- 
stances are used over and over again, and are 
filthy and dangerous to health. 

‘*Metallic mattresses are to do away with 
allofthese objections. They will not afford 
iodgment for moths, bugs and other insects, 
or tor the germs of small-pox, scariet fever or 
the croup. They are well ventilated and with 
a thin covering are cool in summer, but with 
a blanket laid on them become warm in win- 
ter. They are especially desirable in hotels, 
boarding-houses and hospitals, where a 
son isin doubt asto the last occupant of th he 
bed. The braided wire is said to be an excel- 
lent covering f a easy chairs and sofas, and 
in time it — 4 used to upholster seats in 
cars and public buildings.’’
